VICTORVILLE, CAL., April 25, 1971 
— At 9 Saturday evening before the 
Shamrock’s enduro here snow was 
flying through the air. The Shamrocks 
thought that it was a nice evening 
compared to the previous weekend 
when it rained, hailed, and snowed upon 
them as they were putting the finishing 
touches on the course. Take it as an 
omen: cold bu different. 

I found out very early how fast a 
pace had been set for us after I had 
stopped to take some pictures. I was 
trying to make up time and clipped a 
rock with my foot peg, removing it 
neatly and then really had problems 
keeping up. 

The first loop was composed of 
mainly pea-gravel wash beds at various 
angles with a rock patch hill or two; a 
most enjoyable 50 miles. In fact, due 
either to the excitement of riding 
number 1, or the length of the loop, 
Dave Holeman who had neglected to 
top off his tank and ran out of fuel a 
ile from the finish of the first loop. 

Perhaps it was because of only 4 of 
the 500 riders were assigned to each 
number that caused a feeling of being 
alone on parts of the second loop. At 
one point I found myself following little 
yellow flowers colored exactly as the 
yellow streamers. It was so well marked 
that looking for a bush without a 
streamer rather than with one seemed a 
game. One rider said that the danger 
arrows were so frequent that he was 
lulled into ignorning one and took a 
wild flight over a small gulley. 

The second loop had a tough side hill 
strewn with football like boulders 
paralleling a highway but no rider used 
the asphalt nor any tracks to the 
roadway though it was a great 


temptation. The closest thing to a 
bottleneck on the whole run was just 
above the third check on the second 
loop. Alternate paths were available 
though the going was rough. Some 
riders had difficulty with two rocky 
hills and a rocky ravine near the end of 
the second loop but the trail quickly 
turned into a fast roller coaster. to the 
finish which allowed most riders to 
make up lost time. 

The third loop was started on familiar 
territory as a section of the first was 
used. I later talked to some riders who 
came upon the 5 mile marker for the 
second time and assuming they were 
lost cut across toward a dust trail and 
re-rode a portion of the second loop. 
The instructions explicitly stated that 
some of the first loop would re rerun. 

The Shamrocks handled the checks 
beautifully with organized crews making 
color coded entries on the rider cards. 
One well known rider was disqualified, 
however, when the sharp eye of 
Shamrock Tom Center observed that 
the Noorton which started the event 
had mysteriously turned into a Yamaha

at the finish. 

A computer will score this run and if 
the system is proven to be feasible; it 
will be available to other clubs. 

Several of the Expert riders did well 
but the final scores will not be official 
until the computer output is verified. 
The words around camp was that Dave 
Evans and his Ossa had run up a very 
small penalty and might be the winner. 
Dave Holeman had a good score in spite 
of the time he lost when his Maico ran 
out of fuel. Dave Ekins and his little 
Harley breezed through the rocks and is 


a contender. His teammate, Jack 
Krizman, became over enthusiastic with 
the roller coasters and crashed, breaking 
his wrist. Bill Adams completed the 
course but thought it was a little rough. 
Dick Smith was doing well but lost his 


route card between the last check and 
the finish. Novice riders, John Calvert, 
wheelied his big Rickman Triumph 
through the rocks and efded up with a 
competitive score. 

Though there were many flat tires 
and a few people lost on the way to the 
event everyone questioned thought that 
this was the best enduro of the year.

HANGTOWN MX 

At this time of year the track at 
Plymouth where the Dirt Diggers North 
Motocross was held April 4-5, is 
possibly the finest motocross course in 
the United States. The course ran 
through and around an old mine dump. 
Fine sand and silt made for good 
traction with no dust. Most of the track 
was wide and there were enough hills 
and mud to test the rider’s ability. 

Camping near the track was excellent 
with green meadows and rolling hills 
such’ as we seldom see. This was a two 
day event and most of the riders 
camped here. 

I feel however that the sponsoring 
club did not stage an event which would 
be remembered as a pleasant experience 
by many of the riders. Contestants came 
from all over California and many from 
other states. The Sunday program 
started after eleven o’clock. This cut the 
three thirty minute motos promised 
down- te: two motos. Over 40: Senior 
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250cc class riders’ entries had been 
accepted. This made two 15 minute 
elimination motos necessary, leaving 
several riders with 15 minutes of non 
point scoring competition in return for 
the miles and dollars to put a machine 
on the starting line. 

In the 250 Senior event after 20 
minutes of the first moto through some 
gross misunderstanding the two leading 
riders left the track when the exit gate 
was opened. No black or checkered flag 
was shown to them. The remaining 
riders rode two more laps and were 
flagged off. Officials declared the race 
finished and awarded first and second 
place to the two riders who left the 
track. The final moto of this race was 
stopped at 20 minutes at which time the 
leader was losing ground rapidly due to 
a flat rear tire. When asked why the 
time was cut, the answer was that it was 
“too dark to race.” This was just at 
sunset with excellent light. When 
reminded of this the official reason for 
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arrange for their friends and relatives to 
be there.

After the last race of the day I talked 
to several of the officials. My reception 
by them ranged from cool to hostile.

I 
feel sure that when we go back to race 
on that fine track at Plymouth again the 
Dirt Diggers North will present a fine 
event,

Saturday night, May 1 is the date for 
the fimal race in the Reno, Nevada 
winter-spring series of the Nevada State 
Indoor Motorcycle Point Championship. 
The action will take place inside the 
Pavilion at the Washoe County 
Fairgrounds. 

Sign up will be from 46 p.m.; 
practice from 5-6:30 p.m., and the first 
heat scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 

Two Nevada riders and three 
California riders lead the pack for the 
overall point championship. | 
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every two years. The proceeds will be 
distributed between the DMV and for 
the development of mechanical parks at 
state, county, and city level. This, in 
itself, is not so bad. 

However, AB578 will prohibit the sale 
or operation of an off-road vehicle 
(includes motorcycles and motor-drive 
cycles) which produce a noise-level in 
excess of 72 DBA, which is so quiet the 
industry can’t even attain it! 

And, if that won’t stop you 
altogether, AB 578 goes on to prohibit 
the operation of any off-road vehicle on 
state or county lands, until the state or 
county erects a designated sign stating 
that such use is authorized. And you 
can well imagine when they will get 
around to erecting signs! 

ANOTHER PLAN 

Senator Gregorio has introduced SB 
508 which imposes a 5% sales tax upon 
off-road motorcycle tire to build 
motorcyle and mini-bike parks. While 
the intent is good, we feel that the 
amount of taxes collected would not 
cover the cost of administration, let 
alone build any parks! 

MORE PLANS 


In contrast to these two Bills, we 
have sponsored legislation introduced 
by Assemblyman Chappie as AB 2342. 
This Bill also establishes an off-road 
vehicle registration and identification 
program. It differs from AB 578 in 
several ways: 

1. Our Bill establishes a fee of ten 
dollars every two years. 

2. Our Bill specifies that the DMV 
will adminster the program based upon 
actual cost, not to exceed $5. 

3. Our Bill specifies that motorcycle 
and motor-driven cycle fees will be 
maintained separate from other off-road 
vehicle (snowmobile, dune-buggy, jeep, 
and ATV) fees. 

4. Our Bill provides that 50% of the 
remaining fees will be allocated to State 
Parks and Recreation for large 
motorcycle recreation areas. The 
remaining 50% will be allocated to 
cities, counties, and special (park) 
districts to develop motorcycle and 
mini-bike riding areas. 

5. Our Bill does not establish noise 
controls. 

6. Our Bill does not prohibit use of 
public lands. 

RIGHT ON! 

At our request, Assemblyman 
Chappie has introduced AB 2340 which 
will include Motorcycle Education in 
the Driver Education programs 
conducted in high schools. 

Again at our request, Assemblyman 
Dent has introduced AB 2787 which 
prohibits the use of unmarked cables, 
ropes, chains, wires, and other 
neckbreakers as barriers to roads, trails, 


and natural accesses to land. This Bill 
has long been sought by MORE to put 


an end to needless and senseless 
maiming and decapitation of 
motorcyclists and other recreation 
seekers. 

WRITE ON! 


While you are sitting here reading 
this, the organizations which oppose 
motorcycling are busily writing letters 
to your representatives in support of AB 
578 which will run us off the public 
lands. Are you going to sit back and let 
this happen or are you willing to write a 
simple letter? 

The time for a showdown has come! 
We must stand up and be counted just 
to show our legislators how many 
concerned motorcyclists there are in 
California. 

Using the MORE Legislative Guide, 
write a letter to your Assemblyman and 
to your Senator. The letters can be 
identical, but write to both. Tell them 
that you want them to vote in favor of 
AB 2340, in favor of AB 2342, and in 
favor of AB 2787. Tell them to vote 
against AB 578 and SB 508. If you care 
to do so, breifly explain in your own 
words what these Bills mean to you and 
why they should vote as you have 
instructed, Or, you can tell them to get 
in touch with your lobbyist (Russ 
Sanford) and he will explain your 
position as a motorcyclist’.

VALENCIA, CAL., April 25, 1971 — The list of Experts read like the 
Who's Who of Motocross: Hart, Rapp, West, Wilson, Darnell., Grossi, 


Larson, Culp, Rice, the Joneses and the DeSotos, Grant, Blackwell. 


-And Billy Clements. 

Clements has been winning the big 
ones lately and today he aced the 
country’s best and picked up $200 on 
the side. Both of his Huskies performed 
with nary a sour note as each race 
brought on a passionate battle with a 
new enemy. Although he didn’t win 
every battle, he won both wars. 

In the first 250 heat, Phil Jacobson 
had the honor of leading the charge to 
the top of the hill. In little time, John 
DeSoto put his new Maico right in the 
top slot with Doug Grant and Gary 
Jones pushing and shoving him along. 
Billy had a so-so start and had only five 
laps to improve his position. The pack 
seemed to be slowing itself down but 
the Pasadena, Calif., youth broke loose 
and picked off Jones, then Grant. 
DeSoto, needless to say, cruised to the 
initial victory, the only time fortune 
would be on his side. 
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The next round saw DeSoto take a 
quick lead but he never completed a lap; 
his chain broke. Gary Jones shook off 
Jerry Johnson and the only one who 
could move up on his Yamaha-plus was 
Clements, but even Billy couldn’t catch 
Jones this time. 

The finale began with a DeSoto-Jones 
duel and Gary was giving American’s 
finest a hassle. Clements joined them as 
the clump of ‘crossers went into the 
esses. DeSoto made a bid for the lead, 
goosing the throttle. His rear wheel 
snapped about and the champion went 
down. Moments later Billy tucked his 
Husky underneath Jones, forcing him out 
of the groove and into a second overall. 
Tom Rapp collected the next spot and 
Doug Grant, with some 
characteristically consistent rides, took 
fourth. 

The Open class Experts bash started 
with DeSoto piloting a new 501 Maico 
around the course, hardly taking it out 
of fourth gear. He had it cinched. 
Wilson had a good start but soon faded 
to the attacks of Mark Blackwell, 
Madman Clements and Bob Grossi. 
Clements went around Blackwell with 
his eyes on DeSoto but a surprise was in 
store. Remember the exaspiration of 
John’s 250 try? Well, he turned on his 
locomotive at a bad moment and the 
primary chain snapped. (Works riders, 
incidentally, are usually quite 
chauvinistic about the scooter they ride.

John, I hear, used to chide his pals that 
rode for Cooper Motors, chanting,

skill. This was Bob’s second race at 
Engine Dunes (since it’s the second 
moto) and he had nearly found the 
combination. The two ‘shoes took a lap 
side by side, generating Hitchcock-like 
suspense. As they barrled down the 
sandwash straight it became apparent 
that someone was going to have to back 
off for the next turn. Neither one did 
and Grossi left the course. He recovered 
after losing barely a second, but if

Redding, and his Kawasaki has often 
played the role of bridesmaid, but 
tonight was the classiest of a hard-riding 
field. His wins in the 100 and 125 
flattrack main events still did not come 
easy as he called up his best riding effort 
this season, defeating top riders Mark 
Revels, Steve Young, Larry Shaw, and 
Tom Doty in both events.

The 125 TT Main was a riding 
exhibition that will seldom be repeated 
this season as Byars and Redding treated 
the fans to a high-flying, broadsliding 
duel of dirt-tracking around the tricky 
TT course with Byars finally taking the 
checkered flag ahead of Redding, John 
Karns i Shaw (Kaw), and 
Heemsbergen (Kaw).

The situation going into the final 
moto was as follows: Clements had two 
wins, so a third place guaranteed an 
overall. Clements is 18 years old and is 
not about to sandbag. Should he crash 
or break, Grossi and Blackwell, tied, will 
certainly be anxious to scoop up the 
crown. If not, second place pays more 
than third. 

Like a piece of fiction, these three 
lumped together for the first lap. Grossi 
definitely had the upper hand when his 
throttle cable broke. Blackwell put on 
the pressure until Clements, thoroughly 
pooped in his sixth moto, succumbed. 
The final results were Clements, 
Blackwell, and Gary Jones, who did a 
neat job of riding all day with little 
fanfare. 

Bruce Baron led to the first moto of 
the one-two-five Experts but on the 
next-to-last lap left the course, hit a 
piece of timber, and lodged a huge chunk 
of wood in his hand. Brave Bruce tried 
to finish the race since he still was out 
front but the pain was excruciating and 
he had to be taken to a doctor.

The FIM scoring system was used 
today, that is, one point for the 
winner, two for the second, and so on.

Indian Dunes is fast gaining a 
reputation, not so much because of its 
track (it’s actually more of a scrambles 
than a motocross) but because of its 
all-around fine facilities and efficient 
programming.

FOREST HILL, CAL., April 25, 
1971 — A huge crowd of riders, 
wives, girlfriends and kids 
assembled in the tiny town of 
Forest Hill, between Sacramento 
and Lake Tahoe today for the 8th 
annual running of the Polka Dots 
“49er” Enduro. Although the run 
was officially limited to 750 
riders, by start time they signed 
up about 790, but of course some 
who had signed up didn’t show, so

they probably had about 750 


actual starters. 

The Polka Dots have a reputation for 
throwing difficult events so the first few 
sections had everybody surprised and a 
few people rather disappointed. The run 
started with an easy 20 mph schedule 
on a mixture of trails and dirt road. Few 
points were lost at the first check 20 
miles out. The second section started a 
24 mph average which lasted the rest of 
the run. Check number two was really a 
sneaky one. It was only about 5.8 miles 
from the first check and no one was 
expecting another one that close. It 
caught a lot of riders napping and the 
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scores went up. Fortunately or 
unfortunately a technical error required 
that the check be thrown out. 

We soon got to the first real problem 
of the day, a deep stream crossing with 
a steep, muddy embankment on the 
other side. It wasn’t really bad, but an 
awful lot of riders enter these enduros 
with frighteningly little experience and 
machines that are ill-prepared. When I 
got there three guys were trying to push 
a Kawasaki Big Horn UP that muddy 
embankment on a dead engine. A long 
line had formed behind them. 

All this time we had been climbing 
and we were soon into the snow. The

Fortunately most of the snow had 
melted but in the shadows of the hills 
there were lumpy patches bisected by 
slippery, rutted tracks. 


was about 4600 feet. 





Believe it or not, he’s kicking vicious trout. 
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There was no noon stop; we simply 
arrived at a gas station and fueled on 


our own time. If you wanted to eat _ 


something or get a drink, great, but you 
had to make up the time when you left. 
The gas station was actually part of a 
little town named Iron Hill. I think the 
entire population was either helping to 
fuel the bikes or watching the riders 
leave. The club obligingly ran the bikes 
over what seemed like a section of 
motocross course right outside town, It 
had a short but steep downhill and a 
couple of jumps to provide some thrills 
for the spectators and anxious moments 
for a few unsuspecting riders. 

The run started getting tougher right 
after the gas check. Suddenly the trails 
were wet, muddy and slippery. Before 
long it started to rain lightly. There 
were more logs to jump and if you hit 
them at even a slight angle your front 
wheel suddenly was going at right angles 
to the direction of your body. Ouch! 
Water crossings got deeper and deeper 
until we crossed a pair of them that ran 
to gas tank level.

We were nearing the 100 mile mark. For 
lots of riders, including this one, that 
hill was the straw that put them out of 
their hour.

The Polka Dots used a different 
system of scoring their run which they 
call '“U-Check” and it really works 
great. Each rider is given an individual 
score card before the event. When he 
gets in at night, he takes all the check

Odom’s Half-mile Win ‘Lucky’

SAN JOSE, CAL., April 18, i971 — Jim 
Odom’s first half-mile win of the year 
has to be considered a rather lucky 
thing.

The first few laps were very tough 
for Odom as Dick Mann and his very 
fast BSA were breathing very hard on 
his rear wheel. On. the fifth go-round, 
Bugs’ gear box gave out and Jim 
wheeled it home with fellow Yamaha 
rider Chuck Palmgren bringing in the 
second place honors. 

Third place went to rookie Terry 
Dorsch but it wasn’t easy as Don Castro 
and Al Kenyon both gave it their all. 
Kenyon passed Castro at the onset and 
after four laps was pressing Dorsch. Al 
held the corners better and worked 
around to third. He was putting on the 
hard charge for Palmgren when one of 
his carbs slipped off.

Last year’s National winner here at 
the half-mile, Jim Rite, was eliminated 
while leading his heat when a primary 
chain broke. 

In the Junior affair. Bill Morgan 
started it off but succumbed ‘early to 
Oregon’s Randy Scott who pulled 
steadily on with Dave Bellina and Ken 
Roberts dueling it out for second. 
Morgan slipped back behind Adam Lee 
and these four pulled away from the 
pack. While Scott didn’t look quite as 
smooth as Roberts and Bellina, he did 
have the horse power up until the 
checkered when his motor soured.

CARRUTHERS SETS FAST PACE 


FLOWERY BRANCH, GA., April 25, 1971 — Aussie Kel Carruthers 
made it his weekend as he took the combined Junior and Expert 
50-miler on Saturday and came back today to run away with the 
National Championship 125-Mile Road Race here at the beautiful Road 
Atlanta course. In addition to being a great personal victory, Kel’s win 


marked the first time a foreigner has won a national championship road 


race in the United States. 

Riding a Don Vesco-prepared Ymaha, 
Carruthers had little trouble taking the 
win after getting by Cal Rabyorn going 
into the 17th lap — well before’ the half 
way point. For the first ten laps, 
however, it seemed that Carruthers 
would haye to repeat his performance of 
the previous afternoon and fight it out 
with Rayborn all the way to the wire. 
Rayborn, riding a factory 
Harley-Davidson, started from the 
number two position and beat the field 
to the first turn with Yvon DuHamel on 
a Kawasaki and Dick Mann on a BSA 
pressing. At the end of one lap, Cal held 
a scant lead with DuHamel and Ralph 
White only fractions of a second back 
with Mann and Carruthers rounding out 
the tightly packed first five. 

DuHamel was slowed in the second 
lap when he ran off the asphalt for a 
space. Back a few paces but still in 
contention in the young race, he turned 
on the gas on his Kawasaki in an effort 
to make up time. Misfortune struck 
again in the third lap; this time 
DuHamel was out for the afternoon. 
The Canadian lost it coming through the 
curve under the bridge and crashed. The 
ambulance made a trip up the side of 
the track, but chance to catch his breath 
was all Yvon needed before he retired to 
the pits to play spectator. 

Kel and Yamaha ‘rearranged things 
during lap two and when Rayborn 
streaked by the flagman going into lap 
three, Kel was right on his bumper 
riding the draft. 

While Carruthers and Rayborn waged 
a battle of wits, nerves and power up 
front, Mann was beginning to sweat in 
his leathers as Jody Nicholas, riding a 
factory Suzuki, began crowding him for 
this third spot. On lap 16 Nicholas got 
by Mann, but could not pad his lead at 
all. Before he really got accustomed to 
riding third the blazin’ Rocket 3 
launched Mann around him again. 
Nicholas still hung tight, however, and 
regained third position momentarily 
when Mann made his phenomenal 
7-second pit stop going into the 35th 


ap. 

Jody’s lead in his battle with the 
Daytona 200 winner was short lived, 
though, as either poor planning or some 
backfire from a little coniving spelled 
his undoing 

The Suzuki team decided that AMA 
rules are something less than specific 
about where pit stops are to be made 
and moved away from the hustle and 
bustle on the fast straight in front of the 
tower and onto trackside in a 30 mph 
turn further around the course. Ron 
Pierce supposedly gassed up his Suzuki 
at the lonely roadside filling station and 
got back underway before the corner 
official decided that, while the 
unorthodox pit stop wasn’t technically 
illegal, it was a bit unsafe. So he 
shoooed everyone away before the 
second-running Nicholas got a chance to 
gas up. On lap 42 the announcer stated 
rather dryly that Suzuki number 23 was 
out of gas on tum nine.

Carruthers had heaped on enough coals 
to get around Rayborn and for the next 
ten laps steadily built up the margin. 
Averaging in excess of 90 mph over the 
twisting and rolling course, both Kel 
and Cal were by this time lapping riders 
well within the front ten. On the 27th 
lap mechanical troubles sidelined 
Rayborn and all of Kel’s immediate 
worries were over. He and Cal had built 
up such a fantastic lead in their little 
duel that ann and Nicholas were over 
half a minute back. All he had to do was 
hold together and stay on top and the 
win was his. 

After Nicholas sputtered out and 
Rayborn had dropped out leaving Mann 
a solid second, the race began to 
quicken to the rear. White had zipped 
up to third and Gary Nixon was pressing 
BSA factory rider Don Emde for fourth, 
still limping from his recent leg fracture, 
Nixon showed some of his old pizzaz as 
he dogged Emde for over ten laps before 
he got a chance to get by on lap 44. 
Once around, Gary did his stuff and 
managed to keep his lead the rest of the 
way. Emde held to the fifth spot in 
spite of the late charge by National 
Number Uno Gene Romero.

Roberts Takes Control 


Averaging a blistering 86.152 miles an 
hour, young Kenny Roberts rode an 
A&A-tuned Yamaha to victory in the 
combined Junior and Novice AMA 
lightweight road race that followed an 
exciting motocross and preceded the 
125-mile National to make it a full day 
of racing on and around the green slopes 
of Road Atlanta. The crowd of 
thousands that had gathered during the 
morning for the motocross action was 
growing at a phenomenal rate, as cycle 
fans from all over the country showed 
up for Road Atlanta’s first try at 
promoting a National Championship 
event. 

Roberts, whose primary strength is 
dirt tracking, made a brilliant 
performance on the asphalt as he 
snatched the lead away from Jeff March 
(Yamaha) after two laps and led the 
way for the remaining eighteen. 
Although Ken got around March, Jeff 
stuck right behind him lap after lap 
until mechanical problems began 
slowing him in his eighth lap. He 
managed to  sweet-talk his ailing 
machine around twice more in third 
position before it quit on him, 

With March out, Jerry Christopher, 
never far back, was able to pull within 
spitting distance of Roberts and he 
stayed there for the entire race. Riding a 
self-maintained Yamaha, Jerry followed 
Roberts around like he was glued on 
until lap twelve when Ken decided that 
this close racing business was hard on 
the nerves and began to open a slight 
gap. 

When the checkers went out, Ken was 
in front by over ten seconds and 
Christopher had an equally comfortable 
lead over third :place-man Jerry Greeny 


Green, who rides a Yamaha, also 
finished third in Saturday afternoon’s 
combined Junior and Expert 50-miler. 

Finishing fourth was Loyal Penn, 
riding a Yamaha out of Redondo Beach, 
Fla., while the fifth spot went to 
another Yamaha — this one piloted by 
Howard Lyngaard of Duarte, Calif.

Aussie Snatches 50-Miler 


FLOWERY BRANCH, GA., April 24, 
1971 — Kel Carrtuthers made it seven 
wins in a row here today as he 
outdistanced over 40 other 250cc 
machines and easily held off a 
late-charging Cal Rayborn to take the 
combined AMA Junior-Expert 50-miler. 
The transplanted Aussie, who now 
makes his home in El Cajon, Calif. rode 
a Den Vesco-prepared Yamaha off the 
pole position and averaged over 87 mph 
to take the checkers with a scant 
advantage over Rayborn, a San Diego, 
Calif. ace who was alsopiloting a Vesco 
Yamaha. 


As has become standard in 
lightweight road racing, two-stroke 
machines were the most popular mounts 
and the final results gave a good 
indication why — all of the top finishers 
rode two-strokes and 7 of the first 8 
were Yamaha. Unsuccessfully bearing 
the four-stroke banner were Ray Little, 
on a Harley-Davidson, Joe Potter on 
another Sprint, and cycle journalist Jess 
Thomas on a Honda. 

When the green flag dropped and the 
machines began smoking- down the 
straight toward the first sweeping 
right-hander, it became apparent that 
Carruthers and Rayborn were evenly 
matched in talent and that both were 
riding equally well-prepared machines. 
Cal led after one lap, but they were still 
so bunched up it was anybody’s race. 
Jerry Green had his Yamaha right in the 
shadow of Rayborn’s and Loyal Penn 
was a close third. Carruthers was 
running 4th. By the second trip around 
the twisting 2.5 mile course, Kel had 
picked off Penn and was trying to get 
around Green, a Junior from San Mateo, 
Calif. On the second lap Gary Fisher got 
his Yamaha moving after foulding a plug 
on the line. As chance would have it, he 
got his bike strung out when the leaders 
were coming around, tucked in behind 
Rayborn and was but a few seconds 
(and an entire lap, of course) behind the 
winners at the end of 20 laps. 

With four laps completed, Carruthers 
was riding second and really pressing 
Rayborn. On the seventh lap he got 
around the flying Fisher and at the end 
of nine he had the lead. As Cal pursued 
and Kel pressed, the pace quickened and 
the gap between second place Rayborn

and third place, Jerry Green grew. At 
the finish, Cal and Kel had lapped well 
into the front running ten.

Steve McLaughlinon a Kawsaki and 
Ray Hempstead on a Yamaha were 
running side by side all around the 
course as they diced for fourth position, 
On laps fifteen through nineteen, they 
crossed the line with not even a bike 
length separating them. Coming into the 
final turn on lap twenty, Steve held a 
slight advantage and was able to hang 
onto it down the straight. Following 
Ray to take sixth was Fred Buttner of 
Detroit, Michigan on a Yamaha.

He was so far in 
front in his first heat, that his only real 
pleasure was in his crowd pleasing. He 
received enthusiastic applause each time 
he came around the course. 

Barry Higgins and Gary Bailey were 
all set to have a two hand race with no 
other “big name” fast guys entered in 
their 250cc event. Ted Presson, of 
Bracton, Tenn., riding a stock framed 
250 Yamaha DT-1 thought differently. 
Presson jumped into the lead in the first 
moto and held it for over half the heat. 
Higgins finally managed to get around 
him and open up a commanding lead, 
but Bailey only managed to pass him in 
the last few laps. 

In the second moto, Higgins ran of 
from everyone with a real fast start. 
There was no way anyone could have 
caught him as he rapidly disappeared 
from the field. The only riders to see 
him during this heat were the ones he 
lapped. Bailey again was wondering who 


this guy on the Yamaha was as he had 
to really charge to get second place 
away from the unknown Presson. Jim 
Shotton, of Athens, Ga., got things going 
in this heat only to fall crossing the 
creek. He had to settle for fourth. 
Bailey finally got things together in 
the last moto and opened a big lead over 
Higgins. Higgins must have decided not 
to try and catch the charged up Bailey 
and cruised around in second, insuring 
his overall victory. Presson stayed in 
front of Shotton for three straight 3rds. 
The first Open moto saw the above 
mentioned Gordon Bowden run away 
from everyone for an easy victory. The 
race was not easy for everyone, though. 
Ed Shalley, of Dalton, Ga., trying to 
avoid a pile-up in the traffic at the start, 
ran his Maico into the creek. Shalley’s 
front wheel came to a sudden stop as he 
dove into the bank, fortunately Shalley 
didn’t. After getting himself and the 
machine back together, the young 
Daytona Short Track winner proceeded 
to attack the course with a rather 
unusual riding style.

He later crashed spectacularly 
while attempting to ride with half a 
handlebar. 

After Roseberry went down, Barry 
Blalock of Athens, Ga., took the lead. 
Blalock had finished third in the first 
moto and now took an easy win in the 
second. 

The third moto saw a much smaller 
field of riders fight for the win, with 
Jim Shotton edging out Blalock for the 
victory. Shotton, getting fourth in the 
250 class, rounded out a fine day’s work 
with a fifth overall in the Open class.

HONDA 450cc CARBURETOR STRIP 
By Rod Breaker 

One advantage that seems to go with the CV type carb such as used 
on the 450 Honda is the fact that they stay relatively clean. By that, 
mean externally, of course all carbs have a tendency to get acky-pucky in 
them once in a while. Whether it be from foreign materials in the tank 
that were able to get through the filter or maybe just a bad batch of 
gasoline. If it has to becleaned'out, many riders are reluctant to attempt 
the job themselves. 

The truth of the matter is that it is a simple job mostly because they 
seldom need ‘boiling out’ to clean them up, but just the application of 
some compressed air will do the job. First, one has to disassemble the 
carb to a point where all the orfices and passageways are clear to blow 
out with the compressed air, other than that, there is not much to it. 

For this strip, | have used one of the early model 450 carbs to point 
out to any rider who may have these that they do have one weak spot 
that is prone to damage. This is the idle air screw that is located where it 
must be adjusted from the bottom, it must be adjusted with great care. 
As all the manuals tell you to screw it in as far as it will go and then back 
it out, if it is bottomed too hard by a ham-fisted rider, it will open its 
seat in the carb body itself and a smooth tickover will be almost 
impossible to obtain. This weakness has been cured on the later models 
where the idle air adjustment screw comes in-from the side. If you decide 
you want to attempt it, here are some photos to help you along.

HOLD ‘ER RIGHT THERE 

A new device to keep your 
motorcycle from being stolen is now 
available. The unit operates on two 
penlight batteries and emits an 
ear-piercing shriek when tripped. The 
unit is about the size of a pack of 
cigarettes and is designed to be 
concealed under the seat or any other 
inconspicuous place. Trip mechanism 
consists of a thin nylon cord with a 
hook attached to one end and an arming 
pin on the other. The pin is inserted in a 
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jack on the side of the alarm. Pulling it 
out sets off the alarm. When your bike 
must be left unattended, connect the 
hook to one of the wheel spokes. If the 
bike is moved more than a few inches, 
the alarm sounds. The alarm will shout 
for 30 minutes or until the arming pin is 
re-inserted. The “Cyclarm” as it is 
called, comes with mounting 
instructions, hardware, and an extra 
arming pin for your key-chain. It’s only

RUSSIAN ICE SPEEDWAY 


TACTICS 

Star Russian speedway and ice track 
racer, Gab Kadirov, won his fourth 
World Ice Speedway Championship at 
Inzell, West Germany, last month. 

In- sub-zero temperatures, Kadirov, 
popularly known in the West as the 
‘Russian Beatle” because of his 
mop-top hair style, was beaten only 
once in the two day championship — by 
fellow countryman and current Soviet 
Ice Champion, Vladimir Zibrov. 

The Russian virtually won his title in 
his first ride on the first day. He met the 
fastest practice riders, Berndt Hornfeldt, 
Kurt Westlund, and Hasse Holmqpvist, all 
of Sweden. Hornfeldt led from the start 
after Kadiroy missed the gate. After a 
lap Westlund moved ahead but on the 
final circuit Kadirov treated the 16,000 
crowd to an amazing spectacle. 

In a full throttle attempt he blasted 
around the snow barrier on the last 
corner to pass Westlund and win by 20 
yards. A truly brilliant ride by the 
Russian. 

Former dirt track speedway World 
Finalist and Ice Racing World Champion 
Boris Samorodov, acted as trainer to the 
Russian contingent and did his job so 
well that the Hammer and Sickle boys 
claimed five of the first six places! 

Host country West Germany had 
high hopes that their star ice man, Hans 
Siegl, would claim the winner’s crown 
but he crashed and badly cut a knee. 

Sweden had hoped for at least two

places in the first six but rising dirt 
tracker Conny Samuelsson was run over 
by hard riding Russian, Alexander 
“King of Crash” Tscherbakov, in 
practice and had to have 17 stitches in 
his rear end and then Kurt Westlund was 
gored in the middle of a turn by the 
same Russian and put out of action. 
These accidents put the breeze up the 
rest of the Swedes, especially Hasse 
Holmqvist, and they did not attempt 
any further resistance to the Russian 
challenge. 

Holmqvist, who finished equal fourth 
with Englishman Nigel Boocock in the 
1969 World Final at Wembley, London 
(dirt track), said after the meeting that 
the Westlund incident had finished him 
with ice racing. Had he not lost heart he 
would have finished in the top three. 

Many of the meeting, who gave the 
Russians a big shocks, was young 
Miroslav Spinka, from Czechoslovakia. 
He finished third. 

British riders did not figure amongst 
the top ten placegetters but that’s 
hardly surprising considering their 
extremely limited ice racing experience. 
Second Division league star Andy Ross, 
who finished fifth last year, was 
expected to throw out a reasonable sort 
of a challenge but the difference in 
conditions between ice track and dirt 
speedway is phenomenal. 

First problem to contend with is, of 
course, the intense cold which is a 
necessity for ice racing. Riders’

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measured at 25-30 ‘degrees C: below 
zero!! Not everyone has the stamina to 
stand such cold, naturally, and many 
fall by the wayside because of this 
factor. 

In East Germany most meetings are 
staged on normal speedway tracks,. Hot 
water is sprayed onto the snow and ice 
covered track and snow is packed 
against the safety fence to act as a 
padding. Speed normally is between 
6-65 mph. 

The biggest single factory in ice 
racing, however, is the danger. It’s hard 
to imagine anything more dangerous 
than Class “A”, or even Class “C” for 
that matter, on dirt but ice speedway 
certainly tops it in no mean fashion. 
Imagine falling and being run over by a 
wheel full of sharpened steel spkes! 

Riding technique varies considerably. 
In ice racing a rider doesn’t broadslide: 
at all. Both wheels have to be in line all 
the way. The steering damper is 
tightened so hard that it is very hard to 
steer — like riding a bicycle with the 
forks locked. 

Said one British dirt track exponent 
who gave the ice a whirl: “The throttle 
has to be shut off going into a bend. In 
speedway it can be turned on going into 
a corner — but not on ice. It must be 
turned on half-way round the bend. 

“Gating too, is different. Too much 
throttle and the back wheel spins as the 
spikes cut into the ice. Not enough 
throttle and the front wheel rears up. 

“The idea is to get first and keep the 
front wheel about six inches above the 
ice and run on the back wheel only. The 
front wheel should be kept off the ice 
until the first turn. 

“For a rider in front it is relatively 
easy, but it is really hard work to pass 
from behind. 

“Snow is banked against the safety 
fence and if you hit it you are nearly 
covered in a great shower. It’s quite 
hard, but soon breaks if you hit it with 
the handlebars or any other part of the 
bike. 

“The inside line is purple. It is 
painted in indelible paint about six to 
nine inches wide. Heaped behind it is 
four or five inches of snow. You are 
allowed to put your knee over the line 
but if both wheels go over you are 
disqualified. 

“You have to have a piece of rubber 
= car tyre usually — strapped to your 
knee because you have the knee on the 
ice a lot of the time..Most riders also 
have a piece of rubber on the toe as the 
leg trails behind. The Russians wrap it 
around their shins too, as quite a lot of 
ice is thrown back and when it hits you 
on the shims and ankles it is a bit 
painful.” 


EUROPEAN DATE CHANGES 

A variation has been made to the list 
of dates of big European speedway 
meeting for 1971. 

The European Final of the World 
Championship, scheduled for Wembley 
stadium,. London; will be held on 
Saturday, August 21 and NOT August 
28 as previously advised. The meeting 
will commence at 7 p.m. and will be the 
penultimate stage before the World 
Championship Final itself. 

There has been no change in 
arrangements for the World Final and 
this will still be staged in Gothenburg, 
SWEDEN, on Friday, September 10, 
1971.

LEHI, UTAH, April 18, 1971 — Today’s 
Lehi Challengers motocross was the site 
for a long-awaited showdown among 
Utah’s “Big Four’’ Open Class Experts. 
Bob Brown, Frank Myers, Preston 
Gerber, and Don Fuller are the riders 
and Maico, Suzuki, Husky and Yamaha 
are their bikes. 

The Challengers had laid out a 
complete new course in their old gravel 
pit. It was rough and many narrow 
places made passing diffiuclt. Two big 
water holes stopped many riders from 
even completing one practice lap. 
Finally, a heavy rain Saturday and a 
snow storm during practice guaranteed 
super traction in the wet sand and 
slippery mud. 

When the green flag came up for the 
Open Expert class, mud flew 20 feet in 
the air as 17 bikes dived for the first 
corner. Dennis Packard broke free of

the pack and started building up a lead 
almost from the first corner. Who?? 


That’s what the spectators were 
wondering. Previously Dennis had not 
been setting the Utah motocross scene 
on fire, but Sunday he showed that the 
established riders have a new face to 
contend with. 

Back in the pack, Don Fuller’s sock 
air filter just couldn’t stop the. water. 
Preston Gerber dropped out with a 
broken connecting rod. Meanwhile 
Brown had forged into second just 
ahead of Myers. Bob started cutting into 
Packard’s lead, but Dennis was still the 
odds-on choice. 

He was really moving, but with less 
than a lap to go, the pressure got to 
him. A little too much throttle, a berm 
gave, and Dennis was down. Brown 
went past, and then he bobbled and 
went down. Bob was up and running 
again immediately, though, to take first 
for the moto. 

In the second a pack of four riders 
contested for the lead throughout the 


first lap, but then Brown broke into the 
clear and was gone. By the end of the 
moto he had an awesome lead over 
Myers, second. The third moto was 
Brown’s from the outset, giving him a 
perfect score of three wins.,He’s now 
the one to beat in Utah motocross. 

The Lehi course really separated the 
riders and showed where the 
competition was. The 250 Experts were 
almost as exciting as the Open Experts. 
Woody Lawhorn had to work his Ossa 
to its limits to beat a vastly improved 
Gary Mikkelson, whose new CZ gave 
him a lot more speed. Mike Pearson 
didn’t have it much easier in winning 
the 200 Expert class on his Kawasaki, 
but Cal Crosby and Peter Crandall ran 
away from the 100 and 125 classes, 
riding a Suzuki and a Penton 
respectively. Peter did wheelies much of 
the last lap just to keep himself amused 
as he completely outclassed his 
competition. 

A good turnout and a good day’s 
racing for regional points. Who could 
ask for more?

Cherry Creek

EUREKA, UTAH — The Cherry Creek 
Hare and Hound, Utah’s most famous 
race, which was plagued with troubles 
last year (some rider-caused, some 
club-caused) faces a new challenge this 
year — the requirement of a $2,000 cash 
bond by the Bureau of Land 
Management. 

Robert Nielson, state director of the 
BLM, explained the thinking behind the 
bond: ‘‘The Environment Protection 
Act of 1969 requires us to insure against 
destruction of the  ecology...Even 
though the Salt Lake Motorcycle Club 
has cleaned up its area for the last ten 
years, we're not sure what spectators 
might do.” 

He added that damage could be in 
excess of the bond amount. 

David Spencer, who is in charge of 
laying out the course this year, said “the 
bonding companies will gladly post this 
bond for $20 — if they get $2,000 cash 
as collateral. Nevertheless, we'll come 
up with it from somewhere, if they 
don’t change it to a reasonable amount, 
so we can have the race. 

Reportedly, other recent bond 
amounts have been: Cedar Valley Hare 
Scrambles, $100; Wendover Team Hare 
and Hound, $200; four-wheel and dune 
buggy Jerico Sand Rally, nothing. 

Dean Kingsford, state representative 
of the American Motorcycle Assn. 
suggested the possibility of a lawsuit, 
based on “this discrimination.” 

“That whole area is criss-crossed with 
sheep trails and litter from sheep camps, 
but they aren’t required to post a cent,” 
he said. 

The race is scheduled to begin at 10 
a.m. May 16, 14 miles west of the Jerico 
turnoff from US 50/6, in Juab County, 
Utah.
